Markets of Many Lands Are 
Heavily Drawn Upon 
for Munitions. 


AHadivostok, 
June 
2.5.—( (Correspon- 
dence 
of The Associatea 
Press.) — 
Twenty thousand American freight cars 
and 400 American locomotives 
are due 
liere from the United States within the 
next two months to relieve the con- 
gestion of supplies destined 
for the 
Russian armies at the front. The army 
corps on the German-Austrian 
battle 
line need guns, rifles, and ammunition; 
Vladivostok will supply 
them. 
They 
need armored cars, many hundreds of 
ihcm, and Vladivostok will give them 
these. 
They need dynamite; they need 
pig lead and pig copper; they need cot- 
ton to be made into clothing; they need 
food—and Vladivostok hopes to see to 
it that they get it all. 


The guns and rifles and ammunition 
are arriving from Japan and the United 
States by the steamerload. 


Motor Cars from United States. 


The armored motor cars are coming 
by the hundreds 
from 
the 
United 
States. 
They are being,made at De- 
troit and Cleveland and other points, 
and they are coming out here mostly 
by way of Seattle on vessels which sail 
direct to Vladivostok. 
So also is the 
lead, copper and dynamite. As for the 
cotton—it is coming out 
from New 
York via Panama in such vast quanti- 
ties that more than anything else it 
has caused this terriflc congestion of 
supplies which baa forced 
Russia to 
place rush orders for locomotives and 
cars to get them ofT to the front. It 
piled high on the hills back of tho 
city Avaiting for its turn to be for- 
warded to Moscow and other cities to 
be manufactured into blankets and uni- 
forms for the soldiers. 


From Great Britain have come guns 
for the navy. They arrived by steamer 
and then they are shipped by railroad 
to the Black sea to -be mounted on the 
warships Russia 
is 
building. 
From 
France has come ammunition. 
From the 
United States have come several nine- 
inch giins—^aleo to find their place on 
Russian warships in the Black eea. And 
above all, is coming barbed wire from 
America—an amazing quantity of it, to 
protect the trenches 
of 
the Russian 
aiinies. 


Docks Are Swamped. 


Ship» bringing these vast supplies are 
arriving in such number and with such 
rapidity that th^y cannot be accommo- 
dated at thiB docks. A plan of perma- 
nent enlargement of the port haa been 
temporarily put aside in favor of pro- 
viMonal enlargement. 
Huge gangs of 
men are building 
pontoon 
piers and 
make-shift docks. 
Vessels unable to

ping their cargo to lighters, but a short- 
age of lighters has retarded teven that 
means of discharging.

state to the Corriere dTtalia of Rome, 
and letters of the cardinal to the Bel- 
gian and British ministers to the V a t i - 
can 
former 
condemning 
the 
in- 
vasion of Belgium and treatment of 
the clergy, and the latter affirming that 
the pope never pronounced against the 
legality of the blockade of Germany. 


Pope Benedict's letter was in reply to 
a letter from Cardinal Amette, who said 
that the Latapi interview had produced 
a painful impression in France. 


La Libtre, of Pari.^, published on June 
21 what was described as an interview 
with Pope Benedict obtained by Louis 
Latapi. 
The article attracted 
world- 
wide attention because 
of sentiments 
attributed to the pope. 
Among other 
things, the pope was represented as de- 
clining to comment on the invasion of 
Belgium, on the ground that it occurred 
under the pontifical office of Pope Pius; 
as taking the position, when questioned 
as to reports of alleged cruelties on the 
part of Germans, that similar acts were 
said to have been committed by other 
nations and the Vatican was not a court 
to give judgment on contradictory as- 
sertions, and as asserting 
the Italian 
government had taken twenty members 
of the Vatican guard and letters ad- 
dressed to the Vatican had been opened 
bv censors.

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The Farmer and Prohibition 


The rum demon is making a real hot campaign ajnong the farm- 
ers to show them what a terrible injury prohibition will be to the 
farming business. 
In a long table of statistics tlie liquor interests 
assert that the demon's lactones buj^ $100,000,000 worth of products 
of the soil a year. Corn for bourbon whisky, rye for "good old rye," 
barley for malt, cherries and peaches and apples for brandy, grapes 
for wine and so on. 


Perhaps their figures arc right, but what of it? 
There are 
10,000,000 farmers in the United States and their annual products 
are valued at a total of $10,000,000,000—ten billion dollars or one 
thousand dollars for each farmer. Of course every farmer doesn't 
make $1,000 a year or a $l,000-a-year living, but that's the way it 
averages. 


If the liquor "industry" buys $100,000,000 a year of the farm- 
er's products, prohibition will stop the liquor industry buying $10 
worth of produce from each farmer, on the average. 
Pretty hard 
¡on the farmer to lose $10 a year, or 19 cents a week, whicJi the saloon 
now hands him! 


The liquor people say the fanner ''loses" it by prohibition 
Nothing is farther from the truth. The $10 worth of grain or fruit 
which the farmer now sells to the demon would not be lost, 
would still be valuable as food for man and beast in other forms than 
drink. It would still be real property, bringing the prevailing price 
in the market. It might sell at somewhat less than the $10 and then 
too, it might sell for more than $10. The wiping out of the drink 
traffic isn't going to hurt the farmer enough to enable him to even 
puspect that lie is being damaged by the change in conditions. 


The high cost of living is by no means a problem peculiar to 
your own particular case. Uncle Sam is having his share of the bur- 
den, for figures given out at Washington show that it costs practi- 
cally three millions of dollars a day to run the machinery of govern- 
ment, and that the national cost of living has just about doubled in 
the past twenty years. It was back in the early nineties that Thomas 
B. Reed, then speaker of the house, replied to the charge that con- 
gress in its two years' sittings had appropriated $1,000,000,000 with 
his famous statement that ''this is a billion-dollar country." It was 
not until 1909, however, that the expenses of the United States in 
any single year exceeded $1,000,000,000, and they are scarcely likely 
to again keep inside that figure. What Mr. Reed said a good many 
years ago is now coming to be the commonly-accepted order of 
things. 


George Kingston, victim of a robbery who was held in jail at 
Evansville for the period of seventy-four days as the prosecuting 
witness in the case after the defendant had disappeared, has just 
been released upon a bond signed by Dr. Hannah Graham, of Indi- 
anapolis, president of the Equal Suffrage association of Indiana. 
Kingston's case was a peculiar one. It attracted wide attention and 
was the subject of much criticism. The real basis for sympathy for 
the man, we think, lies in the fact that in the Evansville jail the 
"kangaroo court" is still permitted to operate, and the helpless man 
;«ras forced to submit daily to its brutal ministrations. 


An Indianapolis man who a few years ago put a few fancy frills 
on his proposal of marriage by sending it by wireless has now revert- 
ed to the plainer and more plebean mode of doing things. He has 
just filed a common, ordinary suit for divorce in which he asks a 
prosaic, everyday court to sever the matrimonial ties which he nego- 
tiated by the Marconi system. Doubtless he figures that the wireless 
would utterly fail to respond to tfe^e new emergency. 


Parents of Churubusco boys of tender years have begun prose- 
cutions of Fort Wayne saloon men whom they say sold the juveniles 
liquor in any quantity and at any time without question, although 
the appearance of the lads indicated clearly that they were not of 
legal age. Now, do you suppose the Churubusco lad is the only type 
of minor who is able to make such purchases in Fort Wayne? 


Colonel Boosevelt, having announced that' some few remarks

LIWCOLW HIGHWAY PBQCIIESS» 


(Indianapolis News.) 


The report of Henry R Joy, president 
of the Lincoln Highway association, who 
has recently completed his annual in- 
spection tour, indicates that this 
re- 
markable project, which a few years 
ago was unthoiight of, is being worked 
out with such enthiisiasm that within 
a few years it will be a coast-to-coast 
highway. 
Mr. Joy started in Indiana 
and covered the ground to California. 
He declares that while twQ years ago 
the series of roads now composing the 
highway was 
unimpr^jVed, 
unmarked, 
and in many places 2t)r long periods im- 
passable, it is i^dNv possible to travel 
for hundreds i>f miles without encoun- 
tering any Unimproved road. 
He calls 
attention fo Indiana's good work, say- 
ing tha^ that part 
of the 
highway 
which, lies in this state ranks among 
the best sections along the whole route. 
He was able to cross the states of Illi- 
nois and Indiana 
in two days, even 
though the roads were wet a good part 
of the time, and frequent stops for in- 
spection wore made. 


In Iowa and Nebraska a vast amount 
of grading is being dono, and cH'orts arc 
being made to straighten 
portions of 
the higlnvay wiiere the old roads fol- 
lowed section lines. 
Progress in Wyo- 
ming was satisfactory.

They 
have already taken steps to make the 
necessary improvements In remote dis- 
tricts whert> the roads cln not come uji 
to standard, but the old roads in the 
east are already in fair condition. 


Mr, Joy says that close estimates of 
the amount of travel over the accepted 
route show that in the la^fc two years 
it Las inci-eased three-fold. 
Tiie popu- 
larity of the exposition at San iYan- 
cisco lias led n7any motorists to under- 
take the long drive, but this is a part 
of ti;e project, for the jiromoters cvi- 
dentl}- depended on the publicity earned 
by the fair to help them in their work. 
The progress of the work so far bids 
fair to rank it 
among

phice American engineers and promoters 
of vast engineering projects in a posi» 
tion second to none in llie Avorld. "\\liat 
this highway will mean to the country,

The Farmer and Prohibition 


The rum demon is making a real hot campaign among the farm- 


iBrs to show them what a terrible injury prohibition will be to the 
faming business. In a long table o£ statistics the liquor interests 
assert that the demon's factories buy $11)0,000,000 worth of products 
of the soil ayear. Corn for bourbon whisky, rye for "good old rye," 
barley for malt, cherries and peaches and apples for brandy, grapes 
for wine and so on. 


Perhaps their figures are right, but what of it? 
There arc 


10 000 000 farmers in the United States and their annual products 
are valued at a total of $10,000,000.000—ton billion dollars or one 
thousand dollars for each farmer. Of course every farmer doesn't 
make $1,000 a year or a $l,000-a-year living, but that's the way it 
nverages. 


If the liquor "industry" buys $100,000.000 a year ot the farm- 


er's products, prohibition will stop the liquor industry buying $10 
worth of produce from each farmer, on the average. Pretty hard 
on the farmer to lose $10 a year, or 19 cents a week, which the saloon 
now hands him! 


The liquor people say the fanner "loscsv it by prohibition. 


Nothing is farther from the truth. The $10 worth of grain or fruit 
•which the farmer now sells to the demon would not be lost. It 
•would still be valuable as food for man and beast, in other forms than 
drink. It would still be real properly, bringing the prevailing price 
in the market. Tt might sell at somewhat less than the $10 and then, 
too, it might sell for more than $10. The wiping out of the drink 
traffic isn't going to hurt the fanner enough to enable him to even 
puspect that he is being damaged by the change in conditions. 


The high cost of living is by no means a problem peculiar to 


your own particular case. Uncle Sam is having his share of" the bur- 
den, for figures given out at Washington show that it costs practi- 
cally three millions of dollars a day to run the machinery of govern- 
ment, and that the national cost, of living has just about doubled in 
the past twenty years.
